— in Anno Domini, 15 8 9. in all and euery cate and cauſes, where the ſeller of any cloath oz cloathes what⸗ 
ſoeuer, Linnen oꝛ Wollen, Kerſies, Fryſes „ Rugges, Bayes,Cottons , oz other cloathes oz thinges whatſoe - 
ner, ſhalbe by vertueof any Actes,cuſtome,vſage oz oꝛdinaunces herctofoze eſtabliſhed oz vſed within the ſayde 
Citty.By common Councellozotherwiſefoz the payment ot any quantityſumme oꝛ ſums ot moncy whatſoeuer 
vſuallie payed,o2 to be payed by any ſellerinthe Citty of London 92 the liberty, oꝛ the Suburbes thereof, fox 02 
by the name ofHallage: That then the buyer ol all and eueryſuch Cloath oꝛ Cloathes,Linnen oz Wollen, Ker- 
ſyes,Fryſes,Rugges,Bayes,Cottons oz other Cloathes oz thinges whatſocuer, ſhall by vertue oftheſayd acte 
be charged chargeabletopay likequantity ſumme oꝛ ſummes of monp, as hath been, is 02 ſhalbe vſually payd oz 
paiable bythe leller. The ſame to be payedtothehande oz handes of ſuch perſon 02 perſons,as ſhalbe appoynted 
from tyme to tyme, by the Loꝛd Maioꝛ and courte of Aldermen fox the time being, oꝛ by thegouernoursof 
Chꝛilts Holpitall ozthe moze part ofthem,foz the collection of the mony which ſhalbe due and paiable by ſuch ſel 
lers,to be imployed towards the charges ofthe buylding of BlackwelHall.Ind it was likewiſe enacted p if any 
perſon 02 perſons, which after þ ſaid xiii.day of this pzeſent moneth,ſhal buy oꝛ cauſe.o2pzocure to be bought any 
ſuch cloathes.,Lynnen,Kerlyes, Fryſes,Rugges , Bayes,Cottons oz other thinges whatſceuer befoze expꝛeſled, 
02 in true vnderſtanding oꝛ meaning intended by this acte. Ind ſhall not vpon demaunde to him oz them to bee 
made by ſuch perſono2 perſons, as are oz ſhalbe appointed foz collection thereot as afozeſayd,befoze the Saterday 
night next after ſuch demaund,payoz cauſe to be payd to the ſame perſon oꝛ perſonsſo appoynted,oz to bee ap⸗ 
poynted, cuch quantitie lumme oꝛ ſummes of money as is appointed, meant and truely intended by this Acte. 
That then cuery perſon which ſhall denie oz fayle to pay ſuch quantity ſumme oꝛ lummes of money, ſhall foꝛ eue· 
rie penny which he ſhall lo denie, rekule, and fayle to pay,fozfeite and paie the lumme of iii. ſhillings iii. pence, to 
be leuied by diſtreſle ofthe goods and Cattels of ſuch perſon oz perſons, which ſhall ſo denie, refuſe and fayle, 
wherſoeuer they ſhalbe foũd by ſuch perſon oz perſons,as are oꝛ ſhalbe appointed asafozeſayd. And it was then 
further enacted by th'authozitieafozeſayd, p it any cloathes, eyther Linnen oꝛ Wollen, Kerties oꝛ other things be 
fore expꝛeſled o intended by this Acte, which ſhalbe bꝛought to thys Citty,ſhalbe harboured oz receyued in anie 
houſe, Shop, Chamber, oꝛ other plate within this Cittie out of Blackwell hall, oz the place where cloathes ſhal- 
be appoynted to be ſolde. That then ifſuch perſon oz perſons in whole houſe, Shop, Chamber, oz place, the lame 
cloathes oz other thinges as afozeſayd, ſhalbe ſo harbozed oz receiued, ſhall not befoze Saterday night, next af- 
ter demaund, pay to the Collectoꝛs appointed foz p purpoſe as afozeſayd,o2 to ſome one ofthem, all ſuch ſummes 
of mony to the vle afoꝛetayd, as ſhould haue beene due foz Hallage ot the lame cloathes oz other thinges , if the 
ſame had beene bzought to Blackwell hall and there bought and tolde: then tuch perſon oꝛ perſons, ſhall foꝛkeite 
the lum ot iii. ſhillings iii pence fox euery penny, which lo ſhould haue bene due. The lame penalty to ke recoue 
red by action of debt, bill, playnt, oz inkoꝛmation, commented oz exhibited, and purſued in the Muenes Maieſties 
court holden inthe vtter chamber of þ Guild-hall ofthis Citty,commonly called the Maioꝛs courte,by and in the 
name ofthe Chamberlaine ofthis Citty,oz elſe to be leuied by way oldiſtreſſe by þ perſon oz perſons, which are oz 
ſhalbe appoynted as afozeſayd,all which lummes ol mony ſoto be retouered eyther by diſtreſſeoz otherwiſe,oucr 
and aboue = charges of the ſute,ſhalbe imployed in and about the building of the ſaydBlackwell hall.
